DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The BPAI's decision of September 2, 2009 states that the Examiner's grounds for obviousness 
are reversed based on "Aral does not teach opening a throttle valve in response to..", as such, the 
BPAI believes that Aral's controller is not programed in a manner obvious to those of ordinary 
skill in the art.
